He asserted, too. government re­ 
lief and other costa were coming 
down with an Increase in private 
employment and pledged the new- 
deal to “ more action, sound action 
x x x to save the constitutional rep­ 
resentative form of government In 
which we rejoice." 
The chief executive addressed hi* 
first far west speech to citizens of 
the great metal mining regions. 
Declaring local citizens suggest­ 
ed work projects approved in W ash­ 
ington, he said 
it 
was a “ pitiful 
spectacle to see Republican leaders 
call this great program waste and 
extravagance—for 
they 
are 
the 
same leader* who, when their own 
state or city or county was Involved 
were the first to run to Washing­ 
ton pleading for federal ald." 


Great Reserves Back Money 
After asserting water conserva­ 
tion was a part of the admtnlstra 
tion's program and that the stock 
raising industry must he preserv­ 
ed, the President told of the new 
deal * sugar control efforts and con­ 
gratulated sugar beet growers In 
the fields.” 


He spoke also of mining revival 
after the administration had “ laid 
the ghost of the old glory parity of 
the dollar" and when It purchased 
gold and silver. 
The great bullion reserves now in

1—Cardinal Pacelll may be in the United 
S la te s to enlist

more closely into the drive being conduct­ 
ed by Pope Pius against communism. 
2 —The cardinal may have come to give 
direct assurance 
of 
the 
Catholic churth's 
position with regard to the Rev. PY Cough­ 
lin's political activities 
3 —T h e visit may he for the purpose of 
opening 
negotiations 
for- diplomatic rela 
lions between the United States and the 
Papacy. This is an interesting possibility. 
At present 
the Vatican 
is represented 


here by att apostatic delegation at W ash­ 
ington. The d eleg a tio n s duties are confin­ 
ed to reporting to Rome on ecclesiastical 
affairs. It has no official dealings with the 
govern ment. 
The United States, which had maintain­ 
ed a delegation at Rome accredited to the 
Vatic an from 1848 and which had been rep- 
reaented previously by consuls, ceased that 
practice 
in 
1SS8. 
The m ovement for an 
united Italy had taken the papal slates out 
of the P o p e s direct possession 
It was not 
until the signing of the latteran Treaty in 
1929 that the Vatican officially relinquish­ 
ed right to all hut a small portion of the 
kingdom of Italy -th e present Vatican state. 
Ever since, there has been discussion of 
the possibility of diplomatic recognition in 
the United States

not know how to hunt. 
Last fall while I was talking to 
a farmer In his barn (his wa* th* 
only habitation for miles around) 
wa were startled by two bullets 
crashing through the heavy tim ber! 
over our head. The farmer eursed 
and said he was glad the aeaaon 
was a short one. because while 
it was open he had no peace of 
mind. For ihe hunter who will pro­ 
fit by advice: It ie well to ascer­ 
tain the nearest house or cabin in 
the area where you are shooting, 
and to refrain from firing toward 
It.
